to tho Flag Raising. 
K was the same 
In the outer settlements and districts 
33 on this Island of Oahu. 
There was 
no doing 
of business. 
There was no 
hurrah like on other holidays. 
A few 
people 
did 
indulge 
In some private 


merry-makin-g 
after the ceremonies 
at 
tho Executive 
building. 
About every 
person who saw the ceremonies, 
and 
probably all of the people who did not 
witness the transfer felt that tho occa- 
sion was a solemn one. 
The transac- 
tion was in every way Impressive and 
of greatest strength. Few of those who 
attended failed to feel emotions 
in ac- 
tion. 
The spectacle 
was one of a life 
time. 
It made a varying appeal. 
Old 
Glory has always had here the respect 
of all people. 
So has the Hawaiian 
ensign. 
Some have loved one flag bet- 
ter than the other. 
Hut no man who 
is a man escaped a pang of sentiment 
or sorrow when thero descended 
from 
the State building 
for the last time 
the flag of a nation that has so long 
held an honorable 
and 
noteworthy 
place in tho great family of tho great- 
er commonwealths. 
There were 
not 
many native Hawallans present to see 
the 
Transfer of Sovereignty. 
There 
vero present many men who had lived 
most pleasantly and happily under tho 
Hawaiian Flag and 
who 
regretted 
deeply not that Annexation 
had como 
about, for they rejoiced

that they saw a Flag of a Peoplo 
low- 
ered.

Annexation,

and 
commercial

President Dole, Amer- 
ican Minister 
Sewall and Admiral Mil- 
ler wero tho principals 
In the happen- 
ing.

At the proper 
time Minister 
Sewall,

Mr. Dole, said: 
"Mr. President, I present you a cer- 
tified copy of a Joint resolution 
of the 
Congress 
of tho United 
States,

189S, entitled 'Joint Resolution 
to pro- - 
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vide for annexing the Hawaiian Islands 
to tho United States.' 
"This Joint resolution 
accepts, 
rati- 
fies and 
confirms 
on tho part of the 
United States the ccsslou formally con- 
sented to and approved 
by the Repub 
lic of Hawaii." 
President Dole said: 
"A treaty 
of 
political 
union having 
been made, and 
the cession 
formally 
consented 
to by 
the Republic 
of Hawaii 
having been 
accepted by the United States of Amer- 
ica; 
1 now, In the Interest of tho Ha 
waiian body politic, and with full con 
fidence in the honor. Justice and friend- 
ship of the American 
people, yield up 
to you as tho representative 
of

of tho United States, tho 
sovereignty 
and public property of tho 
Hawaiian 
Islands." 
In reply 
Minister 
Sewall 
Raid: 
".Mr. President:

PROCLAMATION. 


The proclamation 
read by Mr. Sewall 
was: 


"To tho Government 
and tho peoplo 
of tho Hawaiian 
Islands: 
"ily tho terms 
of tho Joint 
Resolu- 
tion by which 
tho cosslon of tho 
Ha- 
waiian 
Islands 
and their dependencies 
to tho United States is concluded, It is 
provided that until Congress shall 
pro- 
vide for tho Government 
of Hawaii, all 
tho civil, Judicial, nnd military powers 
exercised by tho olllccrs of tho oxlstlng 
Government 
aro to

person or persons, nnd to bo exercised 
In such manner, as the President

"In tho cxerclso 
of tho power thus 
conferred 
upon hint by tho Joint Reso- 
lution tho President hereby directs that 
tho civil, Judicial, nnd military powers 
In question 
shall bo exercised 
by tho

of tho R.'pibllc of Hawaii, 
as 
it existed 
JiiBt prior to tho transfer of 
sooregnty, 
subject to his power to re- 
move such 
olllccrs mid to till vacan- 
cies. 
"All such olllccrs will bo required at 
once to take an oath of alleglunco 
to 
tho United States, nnd nil tho military 
forces will bo icqtilrcd 
to take, a slml-- I 
lar oath and all bonded olllccrs will bo 
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Tequlred to renew their bonds to the 
Government 
or mo united states. 
"The powers of the Minister of For 
elgn Affairs will, upon tho transfer of 
the sovereignty nnu property or Hawaii 
to tho United Stntes necessarily 
cease, 
eo far ng they relate to the conduct of 
diplomatic 
Intercourse 
between 
Ha- 
waii and foreign powers. 
"The municipal legislation of Hawaii, 
except such as was enacted for tho ful- 
fillment 
of tho treaties between 
that 
country and foreign nations, and except 
Filch as Is Inconsistent 
with the Joint 
Itcsolntlon, 
or contrary to the Consti- 
tution of tho United States or to any 
existing treaty of the United States,

to remain

the United States shall otherwise 
deter- 
mine. 
"Tho 
existing 
customs 
relations of 
Hawaii 
with

and 
with other countries, nro to remain

The map of tho world was changed 
in a minute particular. 
Several 
thou-Ban- 
d 
square 
miles of land

of earth, was covered with a 
new title. 
A small 
community, 
that 
has lawfully and prominently 
ranked 
as a nation among tho nations of th 
world, quietly subsides Into one of the 
smallest 
territorial 
acctlons 
of the 
United States. 
It is a transaction, an evolution, for 
tho good of all, 
n 
rectification 
of 
boundaries 
demanded 
by all existing 
conditions, a necessity in tho readjust- 
ment of national 
forces. 
And in it tho 
individual 
counts 
for 
nothing 
as 
against the benefit to tho whole. 
Tho 
act 
of 
Friday 
was 
the 
final 
announcement 
of tho 
United 
States 
that, after a hundred years' of growth 
and education, 
and tho storing up of 
material, they would now share In the 
mission 
of 
emancipating 
tho world 
from misrule and despotism. 
"Territorial aggrandizement" 
to tho 
thinking American has a serious mean 
ing. 
It means vast and troublcfiomo re 
sponslbllities, 
tlioso 
that 
Gladstone 
realized, when he doubted tho policy of 
territorial aggrandizement 
for 
Great 
Britain. 
It means tho 
extension 
of 
good government, 
and wiso laws, tho 
creation of educational 
systems, 
the 
promotion 
of free thought. 
It is not, therefore, 
surprising that 
there 
exist 
In our country 
forecasts 
of tho future that aro dlvcrgrnt and 
significant in the new departuro of tho 
Republic. 
Thcro is no better exponent 
of the 
younger, 
more ambitious, 
ml hopeful 
outlook for the future than Senator C. 
K. Davis, tho chairman 
of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs: 
These 
are bis words: 
"Wo aro entering upon 
n new era. 
Tho flag will not bo lowered from 
Ha- 
waii, and tho fate of tho Philippines 
is 
linked with the destiny 
of tho Repub- 
lic. 
This Nation 
In tho near future is 
to become tho leading factor 
In inter- 
national politics. 
Wo cannot retreat to 
our former policy of isolation. 
In the 
domain of the Pacific, ours 
In hence 
forth the paramount 
Power, 
and 
we 
cannot cscapo the responsibility. 
The 
future of an unborn 
emplro 
of 
tho 
West, the farthest West, that borders 
on tho East; again, 
lies In our hands. 
"I believe we shall 
bo equal to this 
responsibility. 
Wo can 
tako care 
of 
all tho 
possessions 
we 
may acquire, 
and comfortably 
shoulder all the 
tre- 
mendous 
duties 
we may assume. 
We 
shall find tho necessary- 
- resources 
of 
statesmanship, tho qualities of diplom- 
acy, tho strength of rulcrshlp 
that Is 
our heritage. 
The future broadens 
be- 
fore us In wonderful 
ways, which 
wo 
could not have foreseen. 
Wo may go 
to meet its destinies, 
calm, confident, 
secure In the might of the Nation and 
the justness of Us purposes.'' 
There 
Is no better exponent 
of tho 
thought 
of the educated, the thought- 
ful American, than Senator lloir, who 
lh his speech that approved 
tho 
an- 
nexation of Hawaii, used these words 
of warning: 
"If this country, 
tempted 
by tho de- 
sire to extend the market for its man- 
ufactures or to extend its foreign 
com- 
merce, 
undertakes 
to enter upon tho 
competition 
with tho great powers of 
Europe 
for 
empire 
In tho Eastern 
Hemisphere, 
it will require 
very soon 
a reconstruction 
of our Constitution 
and an abandonment 
of our great prin- 
ciples of equality 
and 
constitutional 
liberty which lie at its foundation. 
It 
will chango the sentiments 
and aspir- 
ations of tho people. 
Tho controlling 
passions, 
the 
controlling 
motives, 
ot 
our public and private conduct will be 
ambition, avarice, glory, power, wealth. 
Tho teacher of the peoplo will no long- 
er be found speaking 
ot justice, 
free- 
dom, kindliness, 
love ot country, 
love 
of home, public spirit, education, 
hu 
manity, charity. 
We shall go what is 
alike the 
common way ot tho great 
empires and tho great republics of the 
past. 
"Thcro U tho moral of all human tales; 
'Tls but the same rehearsal 
of the past, 
First Freedom, and then Glory 
when 
that falls, 
Wealth, vice, corruption 
barbarism at 
last. 
And History, with all her volume 
vast, 
Hath but one page." 
On this soil of Hawaii will Btand the 
outermost picket line ot tho great army 
of Occidental democracy, moving slow- 
ly to Its 
truggle, In peace 
or 
war, 
with the unnumbered 
millions 
of the 
Orient 


, 
America 
tailed 
Into 
existence 
by 


"gentle coercion," as Bcward sold, the 
Japanese 
aatlom, that now 
confronts 
her with Us 
vast 
Industrial 
army, 
whoso pickets aro here already. 
The 
world is better for It. 
Tho 
sum 
of 
human good is Increased. 
"Territorial aggrandlicmcnt" means 
for America tho mission of democracy 
and self government.

Tho present 
Issue of this paper will 
go to many places, and to many 
per- 
sons in the States, 
who may 
bo look 
ing to theso Islands as a nursery of 
business 
opportunities. 
Tho 
Islnnds 
can maintain n much larger 
popula- 
tion thnn now lives upon them, after 
thcro 
Is 
a better 
adjustment ot 
the 
land, the labor, and tho transportation 
questions. 
Wo Invito rather than dis- 
courage any one who proposes to emi- 
grate. 
At tho same time, in order to 
prevent 
misery, and perhaps 
suffering. 
wo deslro to represent accurately 
tho 
conditions 
here. 
Tho great 
and profitable 
Industry 
here is tho production 
of sugar. 
It 
Involves u large outlay of capital, 
nnd 
can bo handled 
only by largo capital- 
ists. 
Tho rlco Industry 
Is entirely In 
tho hands of tho Chinese. 
Tho coffee industry is still in Us ex- 
perimental 
stage, but may bo regarded 
as extremely 
well adapted 
to farmers 
with some means, 
who do their own 
work. 
Its profits 
have not yet been 
determined. 
As tho product 
comes In 
competition 
with tho colTco of nil tropi 
cal countries, 
It Is only safo to stato 
that Us profits will be regulated 
by that 
competition. 
These 
Islands 
have no 
monopoly 
In tho 
coffco 
business, 
but 
tho nrtlclo 
Ib of a superior 
quality. 
All of the tropical fruits readily grow 
here. 
The banana 
nnd tho plno apple, 
tho guavns do well. 
Whether 
tho pro- 
fits from their cultivation 
will 
yield 
any inoro than tho profits of good hor- 
ticultural work 
In tho States has not 
yet been determined. 
Drains 
nnd 
In- 
dustry nnd skill nro Just as necessary 
In tho tropica for successful 
work as 
they aro In tho temperate 
zones. 
The 
best 
work 
produces 
tho best 
results. 
Nature 
here has the trick of appear- 
ing lavish and generous, but in tho end 
she Is ns exacting as she Is clsowhcre. 
The fruits that nro raised 
hero arc 
In competition 
with the fruits of Mexi 
co, thu Central 
American 
States, 
and 
tho British West Indies. 
Tho bananas 
of Honduras 
and lilucflelds rompcto 
In 
tho markets 
of California 
with tho 
from theso Islands. 
At present, 
owing to tho high rates ot transpor- 
tation, thcro Is no profit in tho cultiva- 
tion of tho banana on several 
of the 
Islnnds. 
In 
tho course 
of time, 
the 
freight 
rates will 
bo adjusted. 
When 
It Is done, thcro will bo an outlet for 
largo quantities of early vegetables, nnd 
tho Pacific Coast will consuino 
them. 
Only Industrious 
nnd skilled 
workers 
will mako profits out of It. 
Tho mar- 
kets hero nro now largely supplied with 
apples, grapes, oranges and lemons, anil 
even with vegetables 
from California, 
owing to tho neglect of residents 
hero 
to produce, 
them. 
The Chinese aro tho 
chief market gardeners. 
Tho population 
of tho Islnnds 
is 
small. 
Tho supply 
of mechanics, 
of 
merchants, 
of bookkeepers, 
of profes- 
sional men is grcnter than tho demand. 
Tho rulo of "tho survival 
of tho 
fit- 
test" applies here, as it does elsewhere. 
It would not bo right or Just to eay 
that thcro aro better opportunities here 
than thcro 
aro 
on 
tho 
vast Main- 
land, with Us Immense extent of terri- 
tory, nnd 
Us 
undeveloped 
resources. 
If 
the 
advertisements and "Induce- 
ments" 
offered nil over tho States to 
persons 
proposing 
to 
emigrate, 
nro 
true, thcro will be no lack of business 
opportunities on tho Continent 
for a 
hundred 
years to come. 
These 
who desire, above all things, 
a tropical 
climate 
will find It here 
In 
perfection. 
Wo 
earnestly 
deslro 
Immigration 
from tho Continent. 
Wo 
as earnestly 
deslro that no one shall chargo any one 
hero with making Incorrect statements. 
Misrepresentations

While the dispatches 
show that peace 
Is at hand, the situation in the Philip 
pines will requlro

Tho annual reception 
given on 
Sat- 
urday by Mr. Goo Kim, tho Commercial 
Agent ot tho Chlneso Government, 
In 
honor of the birthday ot tho Ktuporor 
ot China, Miggests tho quiet existence 
on theso Islands of industrious, 
Chlneso to tho number, 
accord- 
ing to the census ot 189G, of 21,010, in- 
cluding 
2,234 children. 
The 
Chlneso 
males exceed the total number 
ot Am- 
erican, Ilrltlsh nnd German 
males 
by 
14,926. 
If tho 
same 
proportion 
of 
Chinese 
males 
t,o American 
males ex- 
isted 
in California 
tho Chinese 
resi- 
dents thcro would number about 4,000,-00- 0. 


The 
Chlneso 
children 
on 
these 
Is- 
lnnds number, according 
to tho census 
ot 
189C, 
2,234, and exceed by 
1S2 
tho 
total number ot American, 
Ilrltlsh and 
German children. 
Theso comparisons 
enable us to real- 
ize the important part this race must 
tako In tho local affairs of the Ishnds 
In tho future. 
What that part shall be 
Is now not capable 
of estimation. That 
It will bo serious, theso figures clearly 
declare. 
Even 
If n majority ot tho 
adults should 
return, to China, 
thcro 
aro now enough ot tho natlo born in 
tho country to moro than hold their 
own against tho Anglo Saxons, unless 
thcro is n radical chango of conditions. 
The 
Americans 
havo 
dominated 
tho country morally, commercially, 
and 
to some extent politically, 
for tho last 
seventy years. 
The Mainland 
has been 
nearer to us than any other country. 


There has been ah absolute 
freedom of 
Immigration. 
Our capital has largely 
developed the great sugar Industry. 
Al- 
though the Chinese have been moro or 
less restricted In their emigration to 
tho Islands, 
and the males havo been 
largely 
In excess 
over 
fcmnles, their 
children 
now outnumber 
the children 


of American parents by 1414. 
These 
2,234 children, 
,and the other 
Chinese 
children 
native 
born 
will In 
duo tlmo 
become 
citizens, 
by 
the 
authority of the Federal 
Constitution. 
No one questions 
for a moment, but 
rather fears, tho industrial or commer- 
cial ability of these people. 
As value producers 
on their own ac- 
count, and not ns laborers on the sugar 
plantations, 
they stand next 
to 
the 
sugar producers. 
Aside from tho sugar 
rop, n study of tho customs statistics 
indicates 
that they aro not far from 
the total ot all other nationalities hero, 
including Americans, Ilrltlsh, Germans, 
Japanese 
and 
Hawaltans, 
in 
the 
amount and value ot their exports. 
These 
nro the 
simple 
facts. 
The 
bearing ot these facts upon the futuro 
of tho Islands 
Is another matter. 
In 
what way tho 
Anglo-Saxo- n 
may nrrcst 
by legitimate means this rapid 
devel- 
opment, 
is now one of tho questions 
before us. Tho rough and simple meth- 
od of the Mainland 
Is simply 
to 
ex-- i 
lu do them. 
Hut If there Is an entire 
exclusion 
In the future, 
what 
steps 
will be taken to match their compara- 
tively rapid Increase In tho present? 
Will the American laborer 
bo willing 
id compete with tho Chinaman 
in cul- 
tivating 
tho soli? 
Will he be willing 
io compete, .when 
the Japanese rein- 
force tho Chinese 
as laborers 
on the 
soli? 
We ask tentative questions 
and 
do 
not for a moment admit that li cannot 
be done. 
Hut how Is it to be done? 
- 
The supremo question 
of the stabil- 
ity of government 
Is now settled. 
For 
this we fervently 
offer the To Deum. 
We may now take up these questions 
of the soelal future. 
Annexation 
will no moro make 
us 
socially an American 
population 
than 
tho annexation of Louisiana 
mado New 
Orleans an 
Anglo-Saxo- n 
city. 
The 
cITect of annexation is simply to give 
all the social forces free piny to work 
out their own destiny, 
under 
Republi- 
can forms.

ing our say in the matter, and might 
send somo delegntes to the convention. 
It Is nn opportunity 
for somo ono to 
make a record. 
Looking 
nt the matter from only 
a 
local, not a national standpoint, and 
Justly taking our own 
self interests 
into consideration, 
we may 
come to 
the conclusion, now that we are In tho 
fold, that territorial expansion 
may bo 
carried too far. 
The addition of Phil- 
ippine 
soil to our country may be 
a 
national benefit, but its 
vast 
sugar 
producing 
resources, 
and cheap labor, 
may Injure our own sugar interests. 
It this convention 
is composed 
ot 
really representative men, and tho 
de- 
bates in it catch tho ears ot the public, 
it may bo ot tho greatest service In in- 
forming the public mind. 
There 
can 
be no better way of educating 
the peo- 
ple than by public couferenco 
of men 
who nro not under 
penal 
contracts 
wllh the "machine." 
Thcro is no moro 
hopeful 
sign 
ot 
higher 
and 
better 
thought than this plan of the Chicago 
Civic Federation to bring this serious 
matter up for Impartial discussion,

She knew they hadcome from 
many places nnd long distances to meet 
her, and thank her for what she had 
dono for 
them. 
She 
pralssd 
their 
steadfast fidelity to her. 
She had, on 
her part, faithfully worked 
and lab 
ored In every 
possible way 
for them. 
Hefore they dispersed 
she desired 
to 
ask them to keep the peace on her re- 
turn home; 
and 
to bend their knees 
before the altar ot tho Almighty 
and 
ask him to keep watch 
over all 
the 
people, and over Hawaii. 
They must 
continue to hope that In time to como 
that the best would happen." 
Thero 
nre rumors 
that she 
encour- 
aged them 
to believe that 
her 
own 
restoration 
was at hand. 
Hut these 
rumors 
can not bo verified, while the 
language 
quoted 
Is confirmed. 
It does not Hlgntfy 
submlssjon 
on 
her part, and wo presume there Is no 
submission 
In her nature. 
She has now cast away tho best and 
final opportunity 
to be of service to tho 
natives. 
Had she grasped 
tho situa 
tion, or had she been wisely advised, 
she would havo told the natives that It 
was Impossible 
to prevent tho posses 
sion ot tho Islands by 
the 
United 
States; 
that It was ot the first Import 
ance for them to appeal 
to, and trust 
In the generosity 
of the great Govern 
ment that was above them; 
that they 
had good reason 
for 
knowing 
that 
there were still many influential 
peo 
pic who had an 
abiding 
aloha 
for 
them, and were doing much to aid them 
In tho education 
of 
their 
children; 
that It was fortunate that they now 
had such friends, when people from all 
parts of tho world 
were crowding. In

American troops In Santiago 
Is not re- 
garded as such by all the Generals and 
doctors, 
some 
of 
whom say 
It was 
only a simple statement 
declaring 
that the 
troop's 
needed 
a 
change to become cfllclcnt for another 
campaign. 
The sickness 
nmong 
the 
troops affects 
15 per cent of tho whole 
number. 
Most of the sick men are suf- 
fering from 
malarial 
fever. 
There 
have been very few deaths. 
The Department 
of Health 
Is doing 
everything possible 
to clean tho city, 
and already has had tho effect of re- 
ducing tho mortality from 
seventy-llv- a 
per day to fifty. 
' A 
Sun 
special 
from 
Washington 
says: 
The Administration has become 
so deeply Impressed with the necessity 
of wlthdrdawlng Shatter's army from 
Santiago at the earliest possible 
mo- 
ment that all the 
transport 
vessels 
which tho Quartermaster's Department 
can command 
have 
been ordered 
to 
Southeastern Cuba. 
The expedition 
of 
eighteen 
volunteer 
regiments 
tinder 
General Wade to I'orto HIco has been 
postponed 
or abandoned 
In order that 
transportation 
may 
bo 
provided 
to 
carry tho Santiago 
troops to Montauk 
point. 
General, Shatter has 
appointed 
a 
board to insrect the men prior to em- 
barkation. 
nils is what 
Col. 
Roosevelt 
had 
written to Gen. Shatter: 
In a mect.ng 
of the general 
and 
medical 
officers 
called by you at tho palace this morn- 
ing, wo are all, as you know, 
unani- 
mous In view of what should be done 
with tho army. 
To keep 
U3 here. 
In 
tho opinion of every officer command- 
ing a division or a brigade, 
will 
sim- 
ply 
involve 
tho destruction 
of 
thou- 
sands. 
There Is no possible reason for 
not shipping 
practically 
the 
entire 
command north at once. 
Yellow fever 
cases aro very few in the cavalry divi- 
sion, whera I command one of the two 
brigades, and not one true case of yel- 
low fever has occurred In this division, 
except among the men sent to tho hos- 
pital at SIboney, 
where 
they 
have, 
I 
believe, contracted 
it. nut in this divi- 
sion there have been 1,500 cases of ma- 
larial fever. 
Not a man has died from 
it, but tho whole command is so weak- 
ened and shattered as to be ripe for 
dying 
like rotten sheep 
when a real 
yellow 
fever 
epidemic, 
Instead 
of a 
fake epidemic like the present, 
6trlkes 
us; and It Is bound to if we stay here 
at tho height of the sickness 
season, 
August and the beginning 
of Septem- 
ber. 
If there were any object 
In keeping 
lis here, we would face fever with as 
much Indifference as we faced bullets, 
but there is no object In It. 
The four 
Immune regiments ordered 
here 
are 
sufficient to garrison the city nnd sur- 
rounding 
towns, and there is absolute- 
ly nothing for us to do here, and there 
has not been since the city surrend- 
ered. 
After 
Col. Roosevelt 
had taken 
the 
Initiative, all the Amet'.cau general 
of- 
ficers In the army In Cuba 'united 
In 
a round robin address 
to Gen. Shatter. 
It reads, In part: 
We, tho undersigned 
ofllcers 
com 
manding 
tho various 
brigades, 
dlvl 
slons, etc., of the Army of Occupation 
in Cuba, nro of the unanimous 
opin 
ion that this army should 
bo at once 
taken out of tho island 
of Cuba and 
sent to somo point on the northern 
sea-coa- st 
of tho United States; 
that it can 
bo out of danger 
to the people of the 
United 
States; 
that 
yellow 
fever 
In 
tho army at present is not epidemic; 
that there aro only a 
few 
sporadic 
caBes; 
that 
tho army Is disabled 
by 
malarial fever 
to tho extent that its 
efficiency is destroyed, 
and that it is 
in condition to be practically destroyed 
by an epidemic of yellow fever, which 
is sure to come in the near future.

from San Francisco 
tho transport Chas. Nelson lost one of 
her 
sailors 
In 
the 
sea. 
Tho man 
had gone to the rescuo of a soldier who 
had Jumped overboard. 
An eyo witness 
thus describes 
tho accident: 
"About 
0:30 
Wednesday 
evening 
Private Harry Bullock, of Company 
C, 
appeared 
on deck, minus hat, coat and 
shoes, and with a canteen thrown over 
his shoulders.. Sitting 
down 
on 
a 
water cask, he calmly rolled and lit a 
cigarette, and after a few puffs sprang 
to tho rail and with a 
'good-by- 
o 
boys' 
leaped into the sea. 
The cry of 'man 
overboard' 
rang through the ship, and 
numetous life preservers wera thrown 
over. 
At tho same 
time tho engines 
were 
reversed 
and sailors 
manned 
a 
boat to the rescue. 
Just as tho boat 
struck the water tho forward 
tackle 
fouled and a heavy sea turned the men 
out. 
Seaman 
Charles 
Hill was struck 
and stunned 
In tho accident, nnd sunk 
to rlso no more. 
The soldier, who was a most 
excel- 
lent swimmer, was quietly making his 
way toward the ship, scorning 
tho life 
preservers 
floating 
in tho water and 
apparently enjoying 
his 
bath. 
Afir 
somo little time 
tho soldier 
and the 
wrecked 
sailors 
wera 
rescued. 
Hill, 
tho man 
who lost his 
life, 
was 
n 
Scotchman, 
33 years of age. 
Investigation seemed 
to show that 
young litillock was mentally deranged 
and his act was a deliberate attempt 
at suicide.

FAIR 
AND 
FIRM. 


An Anecdote 
of Kamchamehn I. 
the Warrior King. 
(Thrum's Annual). 


The 
following 
story, Illustrative of 
manners nnil 
customs 
of the 
olden 
times, narrated to us nshornlnfc since, 


Is Interesting, as showing 
remarkable 
traits In tho character of Kamehameha 


I, the warrior King, and which, wo be- 
lieve, has never before been in print. 
In tho early days of foreign 
Inter- 
course 
with 
theso Islands, )t was the 
custom that all trading with the vessels 
should be done first with the King, then 
the Chiefs, according 
to their rank and 
station, and after them tho Commoners. 
At tho tlmo of Captain Barber's visit 
to Honolulu, 
In tho brig Arthur this 
custom 
prevailed, 
nnd in 
accordance 
therewith, a short time after" his 
ar- 
rival, ho wns visited 
by Kamehameha, 
whero 
a number 
of foreigners 
wcro 
testing and lauding tho good qualities 
of the Captain's rum, which ho had for 
trade. 
On the King being 
seated, 
ho 
early negotiated 
for and 
concluded 
a 
purchase. Jhe same to bo delivered 
him 
the following 
day, but before leaving, 
desired 
to have a couplo or bottles 
of 
the 
rum, 
which 
was 
readily 
handed 
him, presuming 
it to be for the night's 
use In a carousal, 
nearly tho next day 
tho King came aboard, accompanied 
by 
his retinue, with his various containers, 
and seated himself In a chair on deck, 
to superintend the transfer of his pur- 
chase. 
After 
watching tho operation 
closely for a short time, and perceiving 
a difference 
of color 
from what was 
shown him, ho dispatched 
an attendant 
for one of tlic bottles obtained the day 
previous, 
on receipt 
of which 
ho sus- 
pended tho measuring operation, galled 
for a glass, and received 
some of the 
rum 
from 
the 
open 
cask, 
then 
Into 
another glass 
ho poured 
Bomo 
from 
tho 
bottle. 
These 
ho 
placed 
side 
by 
side, 
held 
them 
up 
to the 
light, 
smelt 
of them, tasted 
them, then cooly said: 
"Uarbcr! 
here 
no all tho same," eyeing him closely all 
tho while. 
Barber saw he was detect- 
ed In his attempt to palm off what he 
had weakened, but endeavored 
to paci- 
fy tho King 
by assuring him 
It was 
gome 
mistake, 
and ho would 
havo a 
cask of tho Jietter hind brought 
up. 
This, however, 
was all to no purpose, 
for the King ordered all his containers 
to be emptied 
back, and ills people to 
their canoes, and thus left the vessel, 
telling tho chiefs they might trado 
If 
they desired, he had got all he wanted. 
Hut, 
strango to say, 
no trailing was 
done with tho brig Arthur by the 
Ha- 
waiian. 
On tho loss of the brig Arthur, 
In 
October, 
17U0, on tho southwest 
point 
of Oahu, which 
now bears 
his name, 
Captnln 
Barber was hcrlously 
troubled 
nt tho thieving propensities 
of the na- 
tives, taking 
not 
only what 
drifted 
ashore, 
but appropriated to their own 
iiso 
whatever 
they fancied 
from 
the 


stores-stoc- k 
of trade, or portions of tho 
vessel Itself. 
In his trouble 
ho ramo 
up to Honolulu to seek assistance from 
John Young, 
nnd together they 
con- 
cluded to set out for Kallua, 
Hawaii, 
whither Knmchameha 
had gone. 
Tak- 
ing a .boat, they set sail 
from 
Hono- 
lulu, reaching Kallua 
at early morn, 
nfter n somewhat 
tedious 
passage, 
to 
find that tho King was in tho woods 
directing his canoe, builders. 
Off they 
started 
to lay their complaint, 
and 
came up to tho royal party about noon, 
just as tho King 
was 
dividing 
rum 
around among 
the workmen 
as was 
said to be his custom 
passing some to 
Young bn learning their errand. 
Bar- 
ber feeling exhausted 
from his sea and 
shore trip, desired 
Young 
to ask tho 
King if he might not have a drink, as 
ho felt, Indeed, thirsty, and could not 
understand why lie had been so slight- 
ed. 
Young replied that It would not 
do for him (Young) to do so, lie, (Bar- 
ber) would havo to ask himself. 
So, 
mustering courage, 
ho asked tho King 
if he might not havo a glass to refresh 
him, after so long a travel in tho hot 
sun. 
Kamehameha 
looked 
at 
htm 
sternly, and said: 
"0, Harbor, you no 
like rum; you llko water." 
Barber felt 
tho rebuko of his- - former action keenly. 
Tho 
King, 
however, 
passed 
him 
tho 
bottle. 
After tho noon meal, and the 
ICIng hau learned the particulars of tho 
loss of the Arthur, and tho object 
of 
his visit, ho cooly told 
Barber 
to go 
back. 
Tho Captain 
wished 
Young 
to 
entreat tho King and know his mean- 
ing, remarking: 
"Aro 
wo to get no 
help for our pains; 
nil this trip for 
nothing?" 
Hut Young said thero 
was 
no help for It; thero was nothing left 
for them to do but to obey. 
They 
re- 
turned, therefore, 
to Kallua, and found 
the boat had been already provisioned 
for tho return trip, and on shoving off, 
a native, bearing a small, 
whlto 
bun- 
dle, sprang on tho stern sheets, 
where 
ho sat, neither speaking 
to any one, 
nor sleeping 
the wholo trip. 
On the 
boat reaching 
Honolulu, 
he was 
tho 
first to leap ashore, and was lost sight 
of, 
Tho next afternoon Barber's things 
wero all being brought iu and placed 
sldo 
by sldo at Pakaka, 
Robinson's 
wharf 
even to pieces of rope, bolts and 
nans. 
The silent voyager had been one 
of tho 
King's 
spittoon-bearer- 
s, 
sent 
with a rnynl command to deliver up all 
belonging 
to the 
wreck 
of tho 
brig 
Arthur. 
Kamehameha, 
In all his Intercourse 
nnd dealings 
with foreigners, 
showed 
that ho was ever their friend.

Tho mysterious 
Inllucnco 
of patriotism 
has Its fountain head In tho (lag of our 
country. 
It gleams upon us from the 
stars; 
It is fastened 
to our existence 
by 
tho Immovable, 
unchangeable stripes. Its 
brilliant red teaches us to remember Jho 
heroes who brought It Into cxlstanco to 
symbolize 
tho birth of freedom. 
Its cer 
ulean blue Is emblematic of truth, of hon 
or, of pr'jiclple, and of that kind of glory 
which 
I 
everlasting. 
Its spotless white 
typlfici' Jho purity 
of purposo which ne 
tuatcd our forefathers 
who 
conceived 
It. 
"Its sttrs nro tho coronet of freedom; Its 
stripes, 
tho 
scourges 
of 
oppression 
Wherever It nppenrs. It Is the symbol 
ot 
power nnd tho 
shield of 
safety; 
who 
clings to It, not nil 
tho 
U rants 
on the 
earth enn lenr from Its protection. 
Thero 
Is no Inllucnco more august, thero can be 
no holler thrill thnn that which tho Hag 
of our country Inspires In every patriot's 
breast." 
An American poet has aptly termed our 
banner 
tho "Scarlet 
Veined." 
It seems 
like a channel through which tho heart 
throbs of a mighty nntlon Impel the life 
giving, llbei ty Iolng 
fluid of Us people 
It generates tho ntmosphero of freedom 
thnt we brenthe; It crentes tho hlghor Im 
pulses which wo nbsorb; It speaks to the 
highest 
nnd 
to 
tho most lowly In the 
same even tono 
of power, of steadfast 
ness, ot unalterablo and unqualllled prom 
Ise. 
Tradition nsscrts 
thnt 
tho prophets or 
old were no more directly Inspired thnn 
was our own Washington In Its selection,

those, grnnd 
men, 
our nntlonal 
creators, as they wero gathered together 
In that grim old l'hlladelphla 
chamber, 
to consult nnd tigrco 
upon 
tho adoption 
of a national emblem, 'as they had been 
directed to do by the Continental 
Con 
gress. 
There wero as many designs as 
there weio men at that solemn 
conclave, 
und yet to Washington, 
upon 
whoiri 
ull 
eyes 
restid, 
ull heurts 
depended, 
every 
thought 
concentrated, 
thero 
wns 
not 
among tuem 
nnu which 
convgjui 
nis 
heurt's 
exulted hupis for the tutuio 
ot 
his country. 
He nlunu submitted no design, 
lie haa 
im.iglned 
muiiy, 
but was sutislled 
with 
none; 
und at last, pcrpltxed, 
ho loto in 
his place, so to state. 
Just then tho sun- 
light 
streamed 
through 
tho 
diamond

window 
ot thu gable, high above 
their heads, und fell upon tho tal.lu

fore him.

gleams begat 
colors und resohud themselves Into shape 
before his eyes.

pointed out that Washington's

arms consisted of sturs nnd stripes, anil

ho or, moro probably, some 
other member of tho commltteo

evidence 
ns to tho Individual 
originntor 
of 
tho 
design 
adopted ths 
heiubllc emblems us no less appropriate 
for 
the 
banner 
of tho urmy 
ho 
lie this as It mny, historians ngreo thnt, 
somo 
tlmo during tho first dujs of thnt 
eentful 
June, Washington, accompanied 
by other members 
of 
the 
committee, 
eiilhd 
upon 
Mrs. 
I'llzabctli 
Koss at 'Z 
Arch 
street, 
l'hlladelphla, 
and from a 
rough draft which ho had mado 
shu 
pre- 
pared the llrst flag, 
Washington's 
de- 
sign contained stars of six points, but 
.Mrs. Itoss thought that five points would

iarized himself with the Hawaiian type 
of physlquo and there 
Is 
besides 
every 
reason to 
1k assured that tho likeness of 
tho subject 
Is excellent In every detail. 
The flaw 
Is with tho upraised hand. The 
Hawaiian 
gesturo 
Is always mad" with 
tho palm of the hand dowmvaid. 
In this 
case the palm 
Is upward. 
Tho stntue at the Judiciary building Is 
n replica. 
The original Is In tho district 
of Kuhala, Uland of Hawaii. 
The orig- 
inal was shipped 
from Europe hi tho ves- 
sel O. l' 
llnendel, 
which 
put into l'ort 
Stnnley, Falkland 
Islands, 
In 
distress. 
The Hucndal left her Imncs 
down 
there 
and the statue 
of 
Kumchameha 
was 
brought 
up from tho 
sea 
with 
other 
pieces of cargo and wreckage. 
A chandl- 
er bought 
tho bionze 
at 
auction 
and 
placed 
It 
In front of 
his establishment, 
little thinking that 
It would 
In a later 
time go to tho 
far-o- ff 
lsluuds to which 
It 
was 
first consigned. 
On March 
HO, IS:, the Ilrltloli 
ship i:url 
of Dalhousle 
arrived In Honolulu 
ami the 
rumor soon spend about that It had aboard 
tho damaged and 
lost 
ami 
rccmcred 
stntue of Knmehnmchn. 
Thoso 
who 
vis- 
ited tho vessel 
saw the great 
piece 
of 
work 
In the captain's 
cabin, 
something 
tho worse for the wear and a mutilated 
hand quite prominent. The captain's story 
was that he had culled nt the Falkland 
Islands for provisions 
and had seen ,tho 
statue In front of a "Junk shop." 
As 
It 
was known that he wns on n voyage to 
Honolulu, 
ho wns urged to buy tho figure 
on speculation. 
This ho did after 
much 
haggling. 
At the time of tho visit 
here 
of 
the ship Earl 
of 
Dalhousle, 
V. 
N. 
Armstrong wos acting Minister of the In- 
terior and determined to secure tho statue 
for the Government. 
Tho 
captain 
first 
asked 
I5.C"! for his treasure, 
but 
finally 
accepted 
ll.a. 
I'nbllo 
opinion 
heartily 
endorsed 
this transaction and while there 
was no appropriation for Btich a purpose, 
proper arrangements were made nnd 
tho

Tho 
captain 
ad- 
mitted that 
he had bought thn hronzo 
from tho chandler In Falkland Islands for 
J3nn. 
Thn statue 
wos set up on Hawaii 
with much 
ceremony 
under tho direction 
t KalakntiR, 
the lato king. 
The replica, now stnndlng In front 
of 
tho Judiciary 
building, 
was rcccled 
In 
Honolulu 
per tho ship Abernman, Febru- 
ary, 
S, U3. 
It wns 
to. the late Walter Murray 
(lib-so- 
so long a moving, 
striking and ac- 
tive figure 
In tho court of Knlakaun, that 
the Idea of a statuo to Kamehameha first 
ccurred. 
Mr. Gibson 
hnd almost n von- - 
eratlon for the founder of tho remarkahlo 
dynasty. 
It was July 
50, 
1878, that Mr. 
Gibson as member of the Cabinet offered

However 
appropriate 
tho 
namo may have been 
to the father, 
who 
can gainsay tho fact that hero In tho son, 
whose 
elllgy 
Is hero before us, we had a 
veritable 'Ron of Thunder.' 
It was n. sav 
ing of Kotzebue, the Kusslan commander, 
niwijmuny oiner 
ommanaers ot 
uistinc-tlo- 
n 
who came In contact with him, was 
greatly 
struck 
with tho character 
and 
deportment of tho Hawaiian Hero a say- 
ing which 
wo find In Kotzebuc's narrative 
of his visit to theso Isles, when 
expres- 
sing his admiration of the King, that 
ought to have a statuo erected 
to his memory." 
The prophetic saying of 
Kotzebue 
Is uccompllshcd 
this day. 
This 
hero must ever bo the most striking figure 
In the history of theso Islands. 
Ho wns 
n hero of the typo which elevates a 
na- 
tion. 
It wns not by mere force nnd 
con- 
quering capacity that ho became the cre- 
ator of n nation out of tho rude and war- 
ring tribes. 
Ho elevated them from that 
condition Into national life. 
How urn.em. 
Inent he stands above his barbarous 
sur- 
roundings! 
It 
Is not merely courage 
animal courage 
which distinguished him 
In this hu was eminent; he was eminent 
also In his moderation, In his 
l, 
In his pure regard for the welfare of his 
peoplo as u thing above all personal 
de- 
sires nnd claims. 
What 
11 marvel was his 
conquest 
nnd 
organization 
of 
theso 
Is- 
lands! 
Ill- - showed 
In his career all thoso 
cnnrncterlstlcs 
widen 
are 
developed 
by 
education, 
by the 
Influence 
of tradition 
and by history. 
Hut no! 
It wns from tho 
darkness 
of 
his 
ago 
ond 
surroundings 
without education, without tho guide 
und 
spur of tradition ami tho history of grent 
predecessors ond tliclr works that this 
hero 
came forth 
panoplied 
with 
force, 
skill nnd high capacity. 
Caesars and Al 
exanders have dono great deeds,- but what 
had they not of backing In traditions ana 
education. 
Here was u man 
ns Isolated 
from the civilized 
world 
us If his sphero 
of Ufo had been cast 
In 
tho 
moon, 
who 
enmo 
forward und fulfills 
the character 
of eminent 
men 
who 
started 
with 
many advantages. 
Kamehameha was not 
wonder-stricke- 
n 
nnd abashed by tho new 
beings 
nnd their vessels and Imnlements 
of destruction. 
Tho encounter of Kame- 
hameha with Cook was, no doubt, n 
de- 
termining 
Influence 
In tho future career 
of tho Conqueror. Pllannla says that the 
hero appreciated tho English commander 
ns a friend, and was adverse to tho 
hos- 
tilities that ended" In tho death of Cook. 
He lamented the death of the white com- 
mander. 
Though hold, 
skillful nnd 
suc- 
cessful as a warrior Kamehameha 
loved 
peaco better than war, nnd tho good 
of 
is country moro man many victories. lie 
fought to secure pence 
and to suppress 
turbulence. 
His wars did not originate In 
a personal ambition and a lovo of 
con- 
quest. 
Ho 
was drawn 
Into 
them, 
ono 
utter another 
ny mo rorco 
or 
circtim 
stances. 
When 
wo rend of Asiatic. I'olv 
neslan and Indian heroes who have been 
great conquerors, wo find that the spirit 
of conquest held possession 
of them ns a 
mnnla; that 
they 
never 
relaxed 
the 
slaughter 
of their fiilowmen so long ai 
there was an opposing force to be over- 
thrown and destroyed. 
Hut 
111 
the 
lln- 
wallan conqueror we behold 
n ready 
die- - 
IKisltlon to become 
u peacemaker. 
There 
Is 
11 traditional saying originating 
In his 
times, 
that the 
result of his 
victories wns 'that old men 
nnd 
women 
and children 
wero 
sufu reposing 
In the 
highway.' 
This traditional saying, which 
has never been disputed Is Illustrated 
In 
ono of the tablets 
which adorn 
tho 
ped- 
estal of the stntue. 
Such a condition 
of 
affairs 
hnd never been 
known before in 
Hawaii 
so 
far 
as 
wo 
know 
from 
the 
record 
which hns come down 
to us. 
Ills 
conduct ns a ruler 
und un orgnnlzer nf 
the Kingdom 
must command 
our highest 
respect. 
In this respect he resembles Eg- 
bert nf England, 
who 
united 
Its 
seven 
kingdoms, 
lleforo his 
time, 
the will 
of 
tho chiefs nnd certain religious or super- 
stitious 
fanaticisms 
had filled the 
place 
of 
law. 
That only wns 
a crlmo 
which 
annoyed or Injured tho grent man or his 
favorites. 
Hut Kamehameha Imposed 
up- 
on himself and chiefs, laws suppressing 
vlolenco and wrong calculated to restrain 
the powerful, and to benefit 
tho common 
people. 
In spite of his eminent prestige 
nnd nbsoliito 
prowess nnd genius, In did 
not make his own word 
tho solo founda- 
tion of theso 
new laws. 
Ho hud the wis- 
dom 
to select superior men 
nH his 
coun- 
cillors 
nnd the good sense to enrry 
him- 
self In nccordaiico 
with tho general tenor 
of their advice. 
And more than this: 
It 
Is handed down 
to us by thn tradition of 
Ills own 
peopln that ho gave force 
to his 
laws by uniformly obeying 
them himself. 
Ho said 
to Vancouver that he should 
be 
tho last person who ought to violate the 
established regulations of tho country he 
governed. 
Ills power of 
wns 
Indeed one of the marked characteristics. 
He qualified 
himself for being the 
con- 
queror of others by a thorough 
All that we 
know 
of

this 
, Ills calm and dlgnllled 
be- 
havior on board Cook's 
ship; his prompt 


acquiescence In the 
will 
of Kalanloptiu, 
when

Hence came that deference to the 
opinion 
of his 
men of experience, which 
was ,no doubt, one of tho surest 
founda-tlon- s 
of his power. 
Of tho strong, sound 
senso 
w--i 
characterized 
his rule 
wo 
m.v"i S?n.y '""'"nc'1- - 
When 
he visited 
dominions, 
and went abroad with his 
retainers, 
he saw how 
they nto up the 
land, and then unlike other chiefs, ho set 
c'lrrec 
Mb- - 
lt0 ordered the 
cultivation 
fields so ns to provide 
be- 
forehand for his own subsistence nnd that 
of the chiefs and people 
who 
accompa- 
nied 
him. 
Ho planned the organization 
and preservation 
of tho country for tils 
posterity. 
When 
tho 
sandal-woo- 
which 
formed 
at that time such a sourco 
of 
riches to tho country, 
wns 
being gath- 
ered, ho commanded 
that tho young rate 
Hugs be preserved. 
His nlllcers said: 'You 
aro old and must soon 
die', and wo know 
not wiioso 
will be tho 
sandal-woo- 
d 
here- 
after.' 
He 
Indignantly replied 'Have 
I 
not sons? 
To 
thrm 
belongs 
tho 
young 
sandnl-woo- 
Had his successors been as 
wiso as he, this sourco 
of wealth might 
liavo been preserved In our forests to this 
day. 
Again, another Instance of his 
at- 
tention 
to the future. 
It was always a 
great matter or Interest to the Hawnllans 
to 
possess 
thn beautiful 
feather 
cloaks. 
n hen the birds wero caught for tho sake 
or the coveted 
feathers 
he would not 
them to be killed. 
Ho Insisted that 
they should 
be set free In order that 'their 
feathers might grow again, und 
bo thcro 
for thoso who 
should 
como after him. 
Ills 
people 
recognized 
his 
wisdom 
and 
moderation, and gave him 
their highest 
reverence. 
And 
ugaln, 
we 
must notice 
how Knmehumeha 
this 
barbar- 
ous chief 
was quick 
to appreciate and to 
seek 
to acquire for himself und his peo- 
ple the skill of the white 
men In the mf 
chunlcul arts, 
nnd 
especially 
In 
ship- 
building, 
from 
the moment that it chine 
under 
his 
notice. 
How 
quickly sprang 
up within him, 
ns with I'eter ot ltussla, 
to acquire ships and to leurn tho art of 
constructing 
them. 
Ho goes himself, and 
sends his young men 
to Vancouver 
to 
learn. 
He takes the shipwright's tools In 
his 
own 
hands und 
nsslsts nnd encour- 
ages his young men In their work. 
Again, 
behold 
him when 
In tho jwsltlon of Caes- 
ar, 
when 
he desired to Invade Ilrltaln 
when 
ho too, 
wishes to 
Invade, another 
Island, 
nnd has no war vessels. 
Ho goes 
with Is own men Into the forests; ho ac- 
companies and directs them ns a 
master-workma- 
nnd builds 
nnd 
launches 
o 
fleet. 
Or again, when 
ho stands 
on tho 
bluff nt Kohala, us represented In ono of 
these tablets 
whero ho 
organizes 
and 
trains them, teaching them to form 
rap-Idl- y 
Into 
effective 
lino of battle from n 
previous condition of apparent wreck. Ills 
character 
us a man In tho domestlo 
rela- 
tions. 
Is most pleasingly set forth by Van- 
couver In his ncount of tho reconciliation 
of Kumchameha and Knahtimiinu; of his 
loving artifices to bring It about und his 
happy reelings at tho reunion. 
His 
shown 
In this Instnnce. 
a 
powerful 
chieftain, 
had 
fought 
him 
determinedly. 
He 
was 
de- 
feated nnd 
he, with some 
followers 
were 
brought Into the presenco 
of the conquer- 
or. 
The vanquished chief said: 
'Hero

ore, nnd If you command 
us to lift up our 
heads, we lift them up.

However, 
Is the saguclotis 
character 
of the hero of 
Polynesia more 
markedly displayed than 
In his relations 
with 
whlto men. and In 
his advice to his successors nnd followers 
to maintain 
forever 
friendly 
relations 
with the new comers. 
He, who had tens 
of thousands of trained warriors at his 
cominnnd, 
und saw the white man 
only 
as a chance stranger, yet ho understood 
and nppreclated the power of tho foreign 
rnce. 
He would not oppose them In vnln, 
like sovoge Indian und Asiatic chiefs. Ills 
prudence nnd 
were 
con- 
spicuously shown 
tu the cue of n forolgn 
commander who had. 
In 
rovengo 
for nn 
Injury done him, enticed alongside of his 
vessel 
nnd wantonly destroyed u hundred 
nnd 
natives 
nf 
Maul. 
When a 
small vessel, 
which also belonged 
to this 
nun, hud been seized by some of IiIh peo- 
ple, 
nnd 
the crew with 
two exceptions, 
massacred, he toolrcompasslonato caro of 
the escaped men, and ordered that tho 
vessel 
Itself should 
be hauled up on tho 
bench and protected by awnings until Its 
owner should 
como 
to fetch 
It 
nway. 
Every characteristic 
of 
this 
Hawaiian 
hero Indicates u ninn of 
cour- 
age, of prudent forecast of correct 
Judg- 
ment nnd humane spirit, and presents In 
line the eminent churacter 
or 
ono 
who 
was an honor to the whole 
human race. 
He so Impressed 
the power of Europe, 
that 
wo 
find 
tho 
Monarch 
of 
England 
writing 
to 
him 
n. 
letter 
styling 
him 
'Ills Majesty, 
the 
King 
of 
the 
Sandwich 
Island.' 
nccom-pnnle- 
d 
by 
tho 
present 
of 
n vessel, and 
assuring 
him 
that 
ho

cnuso his 
commanders to respect tho Hawaiian flag 
wherever they might meet with It."
